1 by the Laws now in force, Malt is prohibited 
$ 5BH $ from being Imported into Great Britain and Ireland reipec. 

lively: 

' And whereas it is expedient that a free intercourfe thereof fhould be 
permitted between thole parts of the United Kingdom ; fubjeft to fnch 
Countervailing Duties on the import thereof refpe&ively, as fhall be equal 
to the Internal Duty payable on Malt in the country into which fuch 
Malt fhall be imported; and that all Malt imported from Great Britain to 
Ireland, or from Ireland to Great Britain, Chou Id be entitled to Drawbacks 
refpedively, equal in amount to fuch Countervailing Duties: 

Be it therefore €natteb by the KING’S Moll: Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Content of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the Authority of 
the fame, That from and after the 

2 it fhall and may be lawful to import dire&ly into Great Britain, Malt 
unground made in Ireland ; and alfo to import dire&ly into Ireland, Malt 
unground _ made in Great Britain; fubjedf to the Duties and Drawbacks by 
this A6t impofed and allowed, and under fubject and according to fuch. 
railes Regulations Reftri&ions and Provifions, as are provided fettled or 
eftablifhed, of and concerning the fame, by this Add, or as may be provided 
fettled or eftablifhed by any A6I or A&s to be paffed in this Seffion of 
Parliament. 

And be it further Enadled, That for all fuch Malt fo imported there 
jhall lie paid the following Countervailing Duties ; that, is to fay : For every 
bufhel of fuch Malt made in Ireland and imported directly from thence 
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into that part of Great Britain called England, the fum of 

For every Bufnel of fuch Malt made in Ireland and imported direfily from 

thence into that part of Great Britain called Scotland, the fum of 

For every Barrel of fuch Malt made in Great Britain and 
imported diredlly from thence into Ireland, the fum of 
Britifh currency. 

And be it further Enadted, That for all fuch Malt fo exported there 
fhall be allowed the following Drawbacks ; that is to fay, For every 
Bufhel of Malt made in that part of Great Britain called England, for 3 
which all the Duties impofed for or in refpedt thereof fhall have been fully 
paid, and exported from thence to Ireland unground, the fum of 
For every Bufhel of Malt made from Barley, or any other Corn or Grain 
except Beer or Big in that part of Great Britain called Scotland, for which 
all the Duties impofed for or in refpedt thereof fhall have been fully paid, 
and exported from thence to Ireland unground, the fum of 
For every Barrel of Malt made in Ireland, for which all the Duties im- 
pofed for or in refpedt thereof fhall have been fully paid and exported from 
thence to Great Britain unground, the fum of Britifh 

currency. 

, And be it further Enadted, That by the Bufhel in this A61 mentioned, - 
fo far as relates to the Drawback on the exportation of Malt from. Great 4 
Britain, and the Duty on the importation thereof into Great Britain, is 
meant and intended a Bufhel according to the Standard remaining in the 
cufiody of the Chamberlain of His Majefly’s Exchequer in England, com- 
monly called or known by the name of the Winchefler Bufhel ; and that 
every round Bufhel with a plain and even bottom being made eighteen ' 
inches and a half wide throughout, and eight inches deep, fhall be efleemed 
for the purpofes aforefaid a legal Winchefler Bufhel according to the faid 
Standard ; and that by the Bufhel in this A61 mentioned, fo far as relates 
to the Drawback on the exportation of Malt from Ireland, and the duty 
on the importation thereof into Ireland, is meant and intended the Bufhel 
known by the name of the Winchefler Bufhel, containing eight gallons of 
two hundred and feventy-two cubical inches and a quarter of an inch each; i 
and that four fuch Bufhels fhall be deemed a Barrel. 

And be it further Enabled, That fuch of faid Duties and Drawbacks as / 
fhall arife in that part of Great Britain called England, fhall be under the 5 
management of the Commiflioners of Excife in England for the time 
being ; and fuch thereof as fhall arife in that part of Great Britain called 
Scotland, fhall be under the management of the Commiflioners of Excife 
in Scotland for the time being ; and fuch thereof as fhall arife in Ireland 
fhall be under the management of the Commiflioners of Cufloms and 
Port Duties in Ireland for the time being; and that fuch Duties and Draw- 1 
backs as fhall arife in that part of Great Britain called Ireland, fhall be ! 
managed afcertained raifed levied colledled anfivered paid recovered 
and accounted for, in Ireland, in fuch and the like manner as any Duties 
or Drawbacks of a like nature payable in Ireland, and under and fubjeft to 
the feyeral Powers Conditions Regulations Rules Reflridlions Forfeitures 
Fines Pains and Penalties now in force, in relation to or made for fecuring 
the Revenue of Cufloms and Port Duties in Ireland ; and all Fines Pains 
Penalties or Forfeitures for any Offence committed againfl or in breach of 
any A 61 of Parliament in force at the time of pafling this A61, for re- 6 
covering the faid Revenues in Ireland, fhall be in full force, as to the faid 
Duties and Drawbacks, as fully and effefluallv as if they were ‘made a part 
of this A61. 

And 
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And be it further Ena&ed, That all the Monies ariling by the Duties 
by this A6t impofed, the neceffary charges of railing and accounting for 
the fame excepted, lhall from time to time be paid into the Receipt of His 
Majefty’s Exchequer at Weftminfter and Dublin refpe&ively, and lliall be 
carried to and make part of the Confolidated Fund of Great Britain and 
Ireland refpe&ively. 

And be it further Enacted, That this A6t lhall commence and take 
effeft, as to all Rich matters and things therein contained, in refpe£t 
whereof no fpecial commencement is hereby dire&ed or provided, from 
and immediately after the
